Probably, but by no m e a n s certainly, there will be a 
recurrence of the influenza epidemic this year. 
Indications are. that should it occur, it will not be 
as severe as the pandemic cl the previous winter. 
City officials, state and city boards of health, should 
be prepared in the event of a recurrence. 
The fact that a previous attack brings immunity in 
a certain percentage of cases should allay fear on tht 
part of those afflicted in the previous epidemic. 
Influenza is spread by direct and indirect contact. 
It is not yet certain that the germ has been isolated. 
or discovered, and as a consequence there is yet no pos­ 
itive preventive, except the enforcement of rigid rules ot 
sanitation and the avoidance of personal contact. 
A close relation between the influenza pandemic and 
t h e constantly increasing pneumonia mortality rate prior 
to the fatl of 1918 is recognized. 
It is now believed that the disease was pretty widel> 
disseminated throughout the country before it was recog­ 
nized in its epidemic state, due to the fact that every 
interest was then concentrated on the war.

Ada ca-ried the bond issues over the top yesterday thru 
a heavy gas barrage and registered overw helm ing m ajorities 
in favor of all three propositions. 
The opposition to the 
bonds lost its threatening aspect after the free-for-all debate 
on Main street W ednesday night and w ent down like nine­ 
pins when it met the organized forces of the bond supporters 


at the polls. 
The hardest fight of all was m ade on the water extension 
bonds, which carried by the largest m ajority. 
No fight worth 
m entioning was m ade against the park bonds, yet the ma­ 
jority. against this proposition w as least of all. 
Lack of 
Dpposition probably produced lack of interest in the park 
proposition and some citizens voted against the park on the 
theory that the amount of money called for was not sufficient 
for the purpose. 
The first ward w as the stronghold of the bond supporters, 
casting a clear m ajority of 200 votes in favor of the w a t e r 
bonds out of a total vote of 294. 
The m ajority for the w ater 
bonds was greater in this ward alone than all the votes cast 
against the bonds in the entire city. 
The second ward cast 
an alm ost unanimous vote in favor of the w ater bonds. 
The 
stronghold of the antis w as the third ward, all three propo­ 
sitions being voted down there by a vote of about tw o to one. 
The women of the city showed m arked interest in the 
election and seem ed to be voting as a unit in favor of th*^ 
bonds. 
The old question of what w ill the wom en do w ith 
the children on election day seem ed to be effectively an­ 
sw ered yesterday when many wom en cam e to the polls and 
voted with babes in their arms.

not yet run its full course. On the 
oth**r hand, 
this epidemic has al­ 
ready show’ll three more or less dis­

facts which justify the hope, though 
not the conclusion, that it has run 
its course already. 
It seems probable, however, that

gard***! as “ su m m e r colds” in Peoria, 
ll!., proved on investigation to be 
tit epidemic of a mild type of in­ 
fluenza. 
Experience 
indicates 
that 
these mild epidemics are often the 
starting points of more severe vis­ 
itations. Hence e v e r y effort should 
he 
made to discover as early as 
possible any unusual prevalence of 
"colds.” 
For municipalities operating on a 
budget basis, it is important that all 
delay in providing 
the necessary 
financial support to tn^ health a u ­ 
thorities in dealing with a recur­ 
rence Of the epidemic be avoided 
by setting aside an emergency epi­ 
demic fund. This may prove 
of the 
greatest value in carrying out im­ 
portant preventive measures in the 
early 
days of the epidemic, at 
a 
time when their beneficial effect is 
greatest. 
The most promising way to deal 
with a 
possible recurrence of the 
influenza epidemic is. to sum it up 
in

word, “ preparedness."

In order 
to secure reliable statistics of mor­ 
tality, the public health service has 
made special house-to-house surveys 
in a num ber of localities, ascertain­ 
ing the n um ber of perron* affected, 
the dates of onset, and a few other 
simple facts accurately enum erated 
group representative of the general 
population. 
Partial analysis of the 
results of these surveys in eight lo­ 
calities, giving an aggregate of 112,- 
958 perrons canvassed, show the fol- 
lowlng as the chief facts of inter­ 
est.
